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Republican 
Club to hold 
Gann/AIDS 
discussion

US Rep.William Dannemeyer, of the 
39th Congressional District, will be speak- 
ing on the Gann/AIDS Initiative on Satur- 
day, May 7, in room D-101 at 2 p.m. in an 
event sponsored by the College Republi- 
cans Club. 

“The reason that we’re sponsoring the 
congressman is to show support for his 
position on the Gann AIDS Initiative and to 
promote public awareness,”said Robert 
Bares, president of the College Republi- 
cans Club. 

The initiative, if passed, would require 
doctors, blood banks and others to report 
patients and blood donors, whom they 
“reasonably believe” to have been infected 
by or tested for AIDS,to local health offi- 
cers. 


According to Robert Bames, president of 
the College Republicans, the initiative 
basically brings AIDS into being as a 
health issue, instead of a civil nghts issue. 

The bill also would require self-reporting 
by persons infected or tested positive and 
would direct local health officers to notify 
reported person’s spouse, sexual partners, 
and others that would possibly be exposed. 

According to Werner Kuhn, executive 
director of the Gay and Lesbian Commu- 
nity Center of Orange County, if passed the 
initiative would be a step backward for 


AIDS testing. 


“We would not like to see it passed 
because it eliminates the confidential and 
anonymous testing for AIDS,”said 
Kuhn,’People would not take the tests 
because of the stigma attached to it. They 
would be afraid to lose their jobs.” 

Kuhn stated that although they are op- 
posed to the bill, they are concentrating 
their efforts on trying to qualify a positive 
AIDS initiative. 

The initiative would make it a felony for 
persons with knowledge of having the in- 
fection or who have tested positive to 
donate blood. 

A summary of the estimate by Legisla- 
tive Analyst and director of Finance of 
fiscal impact on state and local govern- 
ments states that the fiscal impact is un- 
known.

Addressing the media's role 


Charles Champlin, Linda 
Alvarez speak of behind 
the scenes realities

In 1962, while living in England, writer 
Charles Champlin tried to persuade his 
employer, Time Magazine, to print his 
story about a little-known rock group 
from Liverpool that was attracting a large 
following. 

After three rejections, Time relented 
and Champlin wrote about the Beatles 


just before their first triumphant United 
States tour. 

This story and other anecdotes punctuated 
Champlin’s address to students and guests on 
RSC’s Journalism day April 27, in Phillips 
Hall. 

Champlin who is currently the Arts Editor 
for the Los Angeles Times and author of a 
weekly column, “Critic at Large,”’said, “My 
philosophy for writing about films is this: I 
ask questions such as, what are their inten- 
tions with this piece, does it work, ifso, why 
and if not, why not.” 

To be acritic of the arts, Champlin said that 
an individual must be a good writer, know as 
much about the arts as possible and art critic 


College crime stats on the rise 
Officer claims arming police best answer

In 1988 there have been two robberies, 
two assaults, 18 cars broken into and 14 
stolen vehicles according to RSC police 
report statistics. 

“Why isn’t the chancellor of the school 


- aware of these crimes?” asked Paul 


O’Toole, RSC police officer. 

“If we had an escalating crime rate, if we 
had a whole host of problems, if we were 
having some assaults, then I would say we 
need more personne] or better training,” said 
Robert Partridge, administrative dean of 
district police. *But we just don’t have a 
high crime rate.” 

According to O’Toole, two attitudes per- 
sist in the administration which hinder the

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Police: ofticers blame administration's lack

overall safety of the students. 

“The administration has an attitude that says, ‘ We make 
believe crime doesn’t exist, therefore it doesn’t exist,” 
said O'Toole. “The remaining attitude is that students 
might find armed police offensive, that is a 1960s mental- 
ity, ‘let's throw bottles at the police officers’ (like at) 
Berkeley. 

,, ing is totally out of sync when the administra- 
tion views the police officers as the bad guys, and not the 
criminals as the bad guys. Until that attitude is adjusted, 
the security of the students will never come first.” 

On Dec. 31, 1985, officer Tom Burner was fired upon 
while on duty at the Orange Adult Learning Center. Of the 
four shots fired, one penetrated his car’s license plate and 
one went through the radiator, disabling the unit. 

In January of 1986, O’Toole submitted a grievance that 
said prohibiting the officers from carrying firearms was 
creating unsafe working conditions. The reply, which 
came in a memo dated October 13, 1986 from Bob 
Partridge, stating Partridge disagreed with the officers 
claims of unsafe working conditions and that the prohibi- 
tion of arms would continue. 

Working at high visibility 

“This is the best way to sum up the district police: we’re 
the scarecrows in the field, and there hoping that with our 
high visibility we'll scare the crows away, but like in the 
Wizard of Oz, we’re defenseless,” said O’ Toole. 

On Feb. 10, 1988, RSC student Robert Dillmans’ car was 
stolen from him at gunpoint, according to police files. 

“I have heard of this incident, but the gun doesn’t ring a 
bell,” said Robert Matthew, vice chancellor. Partridge said 
Dillman’s car, parked on College street, was out of the 
RSC police jurisdiction. 

According to O’Toole, this statement is in direct viola- 
tion to California Penal Code section 830.31. The code 
states: Members of a state or local agency whose primary

ity extends to any place in the state for the purpose of 
performing their duty. 

On Feb: 23, 1988, officer Julie Christina was working 
her post at Centennial Education Center when a 19-year- 
old male assaulted her with blows to the abdomen, knock- 
ing herto the ground according to police reports.

Officer cites trend 

The recent trend in lower enrollment is a direct reflection 
on how secure students feel in their learning environment 
according to O’ Toole. 

“If a student perceives this school as an institution where 
they can not only get the finest education possible, but also 
in the safest possible atmosphere, then they’re going to 
attendit, if they perceive it as unsafe, they won’t attend it,” 
O'Toole said. 

O’Toole said that while most of RSC's officers have not 
been through a police academy, every officer currently 
working at the college is certified by Peace Officer 
Standards and Training to carry firearms. This require- 
ment was met through completing Penal Code 832, a 40 
hour course in arrest and firearms . 4 

“What ‘more do you need?" O'Toole asked. " It’s the 
same training a city police officer receivés.” 

Breeding aggressiveness 

O'Toole said Partridge's statement that firearms might 
cause the officers to be more aggressive was correct, but 
ina positive way.” The aggressiveness you’dsee would be 
police with confidence to go out and protect themselves, 
your person and your property,” O'Toole said. 

Partridge said guns are not a deterrent to crime and that 
guns don’t neccessarily solve a problem. O’Toole dis- 
agrees. Criminals will do crime at the point of least 
resistance according to O’Toole. “Are you going to steal 
a car where a police officer has the ability to stop your. 
resistance if you resist arrest?” said O’Toole. “Or are you 
going to go where you know police haven’t got the power 
to do anything to you?” 

Nothing is going to change until the students get tired of 
being victimized and do something about it, O’Toole said. 

“When a girl gets out of her car in Lot 9 at 8:30 p.m., she 
should get out knowing she can walk that campus and be 
safe, that’s not the case today,” O'Toole said.

written in words, about words. 

“Your justification as a critic, for sitting in judgement on art is that you aspire to be an 
artist yourself,” Champlin said. "Criticism is an art, in my estimation, a dangling parti- 
ciple of art, dependent on other art, but never-the-iess art.” 

Sharing the podium with Champlin was KNBC/TV news anchor Linda Alvarez. 

“To get ajob in broadcasting today you need to play the stepladder game," Alvarez said. 
"Starting out onalow rungina small town suchas Bakersfield or Sacramento and working 
your way up to the larger markets is the way to go.” 

The responsibilities of a news anchor include thorough research, accuracy and 
objectivity, according to Alvarez. “We have to know our own bias’s so that we under- 
stand how we use them in reporting a story," Alvarez said. "We try not to let them show.” 

In working for KNBC, Alvarez said she tries to present a combination of information 
people need to know, such as the latest AIDS research and earthquake news together with 
news people don’t need to know, such as a feature on elephants. 

Alvarez said the decision as to what goes on the air is made by many people, with not 
just one person controlling what is seen.“The producers, editors and reporters all decide 
what will be covered any given day, with some stories being over-ruled in favor of a fast- 
breaking news story," Alvarez said. "I never feel my values are compromised.” 

Although she had not seen the Dennis Hopper film “Colors,” Alvarez said, “Others in

RSC will receive a $2 million budget cut for the 1988-89 year. Part of the reason is 
a reduction in student enrollment ,which has dropped at least two students per credit 
class. Unexpected part-time salary increases and overtime pay increases are part 
of the reason for the cut. 

The administration’s justification is not sufficient. Considering that most of RSC’s 
funds are currently in all the wrong places. 

College funds have ,in the past , been distributed unequally amongst the departments, 
at RSC leaving some teachers to maintain a class with shoe string budgets. 

Many of these departments have archaic equipment which deprives students the 
opportunity to be educated with the technologies and skills needed for experience and 
employment. 

Whether it’s too small a facility or not enough equipment the students are the ones 
who pay the price. 

We also have a Chancellor with about $89,000 a year salary. When you add all of his 
allowances and expenditures this totals about $110,500, annually.

Perhaps trim off some of the excess salary fat and put that back into the college’s 
goal, which is to educate students for the rigors of life beyond the campus.

Once upon a time, not too long ago, a magazine came 
upon the land and tried to mix the beauty of the pin-up girl 
with the intelligence of fine crafted fiction and excellently 
researched journalism. 

But the people of the land saw the magazine as a creature 
attempting to sabotage its beliefs and morals. And they 
tried, and continue to try, to banish the magazine into the 
nether world of ogre-like rags that have tried unsuccess- 
fully to copy it. And the magazine has had to teeter on that 
delicate line ever since. 

Playboy is one of the most misunderstood magazines of 
all time, commonly lumped in with the pomographic 
magazines sold at adult book store. It is assumed no one 
really reads the articles. 


in publication today. 

One of the misconceptions is that the magazine prints 
only stories with explicit sex. Playboyhas long hadits pick 
of the top fiction stories, with contributing writers ranging 
from Stephen King to Gore Vidal. 

The non-fiction and investigative pieces have log been 
regarded as some of the best in the publishing industry. Not 
only does the magazine use its own excellent staff of 
writers, but they routinely recruit the finest newspaper 
writers in the land. 

Publisher Hugh Hefner has assembled a staff that even 
Time or Newsweek would be jealous of. The articles are 
always timely, deeply researched and balanced. 

Playboy offers up a little of what people like to read, 
along with what it thinks they should. There are four 


standing columns in the front of the magazine. “Men” by - 


Asa Baber, “Women” by Cynthia Heimel, “Sports” by 
Dan Jenkins (writer of North Dallas Forty, thus keeping 


Gene Stone to tease your mind. 

Surprisingly, about 25 percent of Playboy's readership 
are women, something the magazine does not forget. With 
their understanding of this, the stories are never sexist or 
male-only oriented like some people think. 

Perhaps the most crowning effort of the magazine are the 
interviews, the subjects of which range from Chevy Chase 
to Jimmy Carter to Malcom X. The interviewers are never 
light fluff such as found in People or Us, they are usually 
hard-hitting and unrelenting on their subjects. 

It is a great credit to the magazine that they have been 
able to take the heat for standing behind their stories and 
beliefs. On their editorial pages, called the Playboy Fo- 
rum, it is just as interesting to read their opinions as it is to 
read the letters they receive. 

Of course, the women are beautiful and incredibly 
photographed. But that isn’t saying anything new. What
